PEOPLE DROP 


15 FEEÏ TO CELLAR 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 21—More than 
500 men, women and children wer® 
precipitated 15 feet into a cellar by 
tho collapse of a platform duiiug the 
exercises Incident to the laying of the 
corner-stone of tho Beth David Rus- 
Fian 
Hebrew 
Orthodox 
synagogue. 
Nearly all were cut and bruised, but 
It is believed none wore fatally hurt 


Three rabbis were among those who 
went down, ajid although Injured, they 
concluded 
the 
ceremony 
after 
tho 
panic hnd subsided. 


The platform which broke had di- 
mensions of about 50 by 50 feet and 
had been constructed over the foun- 
dation walls for the accommodation 
of the rabbis, officers of the church 
and invited guests. 


Just prior to the corner-stone cere- 
monies a brass band leading SOO Zion- 
ists marched up playing a lively tune, 
and when the Zionists Were Invited to 
pass over the platform in order to 
sign their names to the roll to be 
placed in the stone, a mad rush was 
made by the thousands of people who 
had gathered about to secure the same 
privilege. The policemen were over- 
whelmed and in a moment the plat- 
form was packed with men, women 
and children. The frail structure could 
not withstand the strain, and fully 500 
persona were carried down. 


The panic that followed attracted 
thousands of people to the spot, and 
the police had great difficulty in ex- 
tx'lcating the screaming and groaning 
victims from the wreckage. When the 
cellai[-had been cleared it was found 
that scores were hurt, their injuries 
consisting of bruises and cuts about 
the head and body. Some of the in- 
juries were due to the panic that fol- 
lowed the crash, many being trampled 
on In the wild rush to escape. 


Rabbi Ashlnsky was one of those 
victims. He -wsls trampled by the ex- 
cltel crowd and sustained severe in- 
juries, but though sufiering intensely, 
continued the oervices after some sort 
of order 
had 
been 
restored by the 
army of policemen who were called to 
the scene from several districts, the 
report being circulated that hundreds 
had been killed In the accident. 
Tho 
fact that there were no fatalities Is a 
marvel, as the platform when It broke 
closed up like a Jackknlfe, throwing 
the people In a struggling maas into 
the cellar. 


Thirteen Injured By Falling Wall. 
Pittsburg, P i , Aug. 2L — Fifteen 
men were carried down by the falling 
of a wall In the ruins of the Avenue 
theatre, which was destroyed by Are 
about a month ago. 
The men carried 
down were all Italian laborers, and 
13 of them were taken from the wreck- 
age In a badly battered condition. At 
the hospital the physicians say none 
of the victims will die, but five of the 
number are seriously hurt Fortunately 
the men were not burled by the falling 
debris, and In a very short time all 
were extricated and taken to the hos- 
pitals. After the .west wall had fallen, 
portions of the front wall on Fifth ave- 
nue toppled over also, but did no 
material damage.

PEOPLE DROP 
15 FEET TO CELLAR 


Pittsburg, Pa,, Aug. 21*—Moro than 
500 men, women and children wer« 
precipitated 15 foet into a cellar by 
tho collapse of a platform duiing the 
exercises Incident to the laying of the 
corner-stone of the Beth David Rus- 
Fian 
Hebrew 
Orthodox 
synagogue. 
Nearly all were cut aud bruised, but 
It is believed none wore fatally hurt 
Three rabbis were aroong those who 
went do\vn, and although Injured, they 
concluded the ceremony after the 
panic had subsided. 
The platform which brok6 had di­ 
mensions of about 50 by 50 feet and 
had been constructed over the foun­ 
dation w^alls for the accommodation 
of the rabbis, officers of the church 
and invited guests. 
Just prior to the corner-stone cere­ 
monies a brass band leading SOO Zion­ 
ists marched up playing a lively tune, 
and w’hen the Zionists Were invited to 
pass over the platform in order to 
sign their names to the roll to be 
placed in the stone, a mad rush was 
made by the thousands of people who 
had gathered about to secure the same 
privilege. The policemen were over­ 
whelmed and in a monlent the plat­ 
form was packed wdth men. women 
and children. The frail structure could 
not withstand the strain, and fully 500 
persons were carried down. 
The panic that followed attracted 
thousands of people to the spot, and 
the police had great difficulty in ex­ 
tricating the screaming and groaning 
victims from the wreckage. When the 
cellai^ had been cleared it was found 
that scores were hurt, their injuries 
consisting of bruises and cuts about 
the head and body. Some of the in­ 
juries were due to the panic that fol­ 
lowed the crash, many being trampled 
on in the wild rush to escape. 
Rabbi Ashinsky was one of those 
victims. He was trampled by the ex- 
cltel crowd and sustained severe in­ 
juries, but though sufi’ering intensely, 
continued the services after some sort 
of order had been restored by the 
army of policemen who were called to 
the scene from several districts, the 
report being circulated that hundreds 
had been killed in the accident 
The 
fact that there were no fatalities Is a 
marvel, as the platform when it broke 
closed up like a Jackknife, throwing 
the people in a struggling mass into 
the cellar. 


Thirteen Injured By Falling Wall. 
Pittsburg, P i , Aug. 21. — Fifteen 
men were carried dow^n by the falling 
of a wall in the ruins of the Avenue 
theatre, which was destroyed by fire 
about a month ago. The men carried 
down were all Italian laborers, and 
13 of them w^ere taken from the wreck­ 
age In a badly battered condition. At 
the hospital the physicians say none 
of the victims will die, but five of the 
number are seriously h u rt Fortunately 
the men were not buried by the falling 
debris, and In a very short time all 
were extricated and taken to the hos­ 
pitals. After the .west w^all had fallen, 
portions of the front wall on Fifth ave­ 
nue toppled over also, but did no 
material damage. 


NOT MRS. RODDY'S BODY 


Mystery About Coprse Washed Ashore 
at Ocean City. 
Atlantic City^, N. J., Aug. 22.—The 
nude body of a woman, believed to be 
that of Mrs. Susan Roddy, of Phila­ 
delphia, w'ho has been missing since 
entering the surf a month ago, was 
found in the ocean at Ocean City by a 
life guard. The body was bo^ly de­ 
composed, but answers the description 
of the missing woman. The body Is be­ 
lieved to be the same one seen in the 
surf off this city on Thurstlay. 
Thomas J. Barry, son-in-law of Mrs. 
Susan Roddy, has failed to identify 
the corpse found In the Ocean City 
surf. A sister of the missing woman, 
who went over from this city, also 
failed to recognize her relative In the 
disfigured coprse. Both Barry and the 
sister said the body resembled Mrs. 
Roddy in height and build, but based 
their final judgment on the fact that 
the corpse had good teeth, while they 
say Mrs. Ro<ldy*« upper teeth were 
false.

MILK TURNS BRIGHT PINK 


Believed Unusual Color Is Due to Ba* 
CÍ1IÍ, But Cause Is a Mystery. 
Tunkiiannock, Pa., Aug. 1».—Stanley 
R. Erunges, ex-member of the state leg­ 
islature and one of the foremost dairy­ 
men of this section, has experienced a 
trouble with his cows the past five 
months the like of which, State Veteri­ 
narian Pearson says, he can find no 
record of in this country or Europe. 
Mr. Brunges sells milk in this bor­ 
ough, and early in the spring his cus­ 
tomers began to complain of the milk. 
It was to all appearances like other 
milk when freshly drawn from tho 
cows, but on standing until It soured it 
became a bright pink or almost crim­ 
son hue. 
His customers desorted him 
until he could scarcely sell milk, al­ 
though his cows and dairy surround­ 
ings are of the best in the country. 
He appealed to State Veterinarian 
Leonard Pearson, who at first advised 
by letter and then sent on an exi>€rt to 
make tests. 
He at last fastened the 
trouble upon one cow, which now has 
been taken to the University of Penn- 
cylvania at Philadelphia, where the 
case is being studied. It is the opinion 
of Dr. Pearson that the unusual color 
is due to bacilli, but the cause of it Is 
as much of a mystery as ever. Scien­ 
tific men who have heard of it are much 
Interested in the case.

NOT TRUE THAT FIND- 


ING IS KEHPING. 


Unclaimed Property Must Be Hand 
od Over to the Police if Found in 
a Public Place. 


There Is a very widespread idea, as 
you may knoAV, that finding is keeping. 
This Is not universally true, hoAvever. 
The maxim must bo taken as subject 
to certain distinct and definite limita- 
tions. 


Every laAV student is familiar AVith 
tlie case of tho chimney-SAveepor's lad 


AVho, having found a ring, took it to 
a joAA^eler to inquire Avhat it Avas Avorth. 
The jeAA'-eler returned It Avithout the 
principal stone, aud it Avas held by tho 
courts that the boy had a right to tho 
jeAvel as against everyone but the true 
owner, and Avas therefore entitled to 
maintain an action against his despoil- 
er for tlie A^alue of the missing stone. 
Moreover, as this Avas not produced by 
the latter, it was assumed to be a 
stone of the finest Avater that Avould fit 
the sotting. 
This is the leading law 
case upon the subject. 


Any person who finds an article of 
A'alue in a public place is under obliga- 
tion to hand it over to the police. 
If, 
however, there is any identifying mark 
upon the propert^% or any other clue 
by Avhich the OAvner may be discoA^ered, 
it amounts to a theft to retain it from 
him. 


Unclaimed or untraceable property 
found in a private house, or on private 
land, -whether by a servant of the own- 
er or by a stranger, is presumed to be- 
long to the oAvner of the land. 
But it 
Avould be different in the case of a more 
or less public place, such as a railway 
station or the open part of a shop, 
Avhen the finder would undoubtedly be 
the keeper.—Scottish-American.

THE ROIÏlAiMTIC STORY ' 
OF THE BERNADOTTES

In its AA'onder and adA^enture justifies 
tho maxim that life is more surpris- 
ing than melodrama. 


Little more than a country ago, in 
tho little toAvn of Pan in tho French 
Department of tho Pyrenees, 
there 
lived a laAA-yer of the name of Ber- 
nadotte. 
He had tAVo sons, AA-ho, like 
Esau and Jacob, got on together so 
badly that tho younger, .lean Baptiste 
Jules, cut tho family knot by running 
away from homo at the age of sixteen 
and enlistingiuthePvoyal Marines. That 
Avas in 1780, Avhen France Avas still a 
kingdom, and ton years before the out- 
burst of tho RoA'olution. 


The first military experiences of this 
young runaAvay, Joan Bernadotte, who 
was the dullard of his homo. Avere not 
encouraging. 
He fell seriously ill, Avas 
pronounced dead by the doctors, and 
Ills body removed for dissection. While 
lying on the dissecting table he recov- 
ered consciousness and shoAA^ed that he 
Avas veritably allA^e. 


Eight years' strict attention to his 
military duties raised Bernadotte from 
the ranks to tho position of sergeant- 
major. 
Then came the French Revo- 
lution, swooping away all social bar- 
riers and clearing the road to the high- 
est offices for men of merit. 
Berna- 
dotte shoAved himself one of these. 
In 
1790 h e w a s giA'en his commission as 
lieutenant in an Anjou regiment. With- 
in two years his corps of wanderers 
and peasants Avas a model of dis- 
cipline. 
At Spires he fought his first 
battle. 
There and in succeeding en- 
gagements' he proved himself a born 
leader of men. 
Not once but many 
times he rallied retreating regiments 
and instilled courage Jnto flying sol- 
diers. 
Riding among them, a tall fig- 
ure of a man, his eyes flashing, and 
tossing his black hair like a 
lion's 
mane, Bernadotte's commanding pres- 
ence and tho thundering eloquence of 
his voice stayed the broken troops and 
led them to Adctory. 


To such a man honor was inevitable. 
After refusing the rank once, he be- 
came general of a division in 1794. The 
next year he led the First Army Corps 
over the Alps to support Napoleon's 
campaign in Italy. 
It was the first 
time the tAA'-o men met. 
Napoleon 
shOAA^ed uo especial liking for Berna- 
dotte; he recognized in him a man as 
sti-ong as himself, but of scrupulous 
conscience. 
But Bernadotte, this gen- 
eral risen from the ranks, Avas too able 
a man to bo disregarded. 
He Avas ap- 
pointed Ambassador at Vienna, and 
during Napoleon's campaign in Egypt 
acted as Mhiister of War, meeting the 
Incessant demand for stores and men. 


Suddenly Bernadotte AA'as dismissed 
from oflice. 
Napoleon feared his op- 
position to the coup d'etat by Avhich 
he made himself first consul. "If Ber- 
nadotte addresses the troops I 
am 
lost," said Napoleon, but Bernadotte re- 
frained, 
His talents were rewarded 
with the rank of marshal, and Napo- 
leon assumed the oflice of godfather to 
Bernadotte's first-born son, for whom 
he chose the name of Oscar. It was at 
this time that an old fortune-telling 
woman predicted Bernadotte's rise to 
a tlirone. 
It was certainly an era of 
amazing ebbs and 
flows'of 
fortune. 
The lawyer's son turned common sol- 
dier, had become a marshal of France 
and wore the grand cross of the Legion 
of Honor. 
But that he should become 
a king was ludicrous. 


Yet within a year or two he had 
covered half the distance to a throne. 
His share in the Adctory of Austerlitz 
was rewarded with the tlUe of Prince 
of Ponte Corve. 
Then Napoleon, who 
disliked the man, sent him to govern 
Hanover and command the troops there 
and In Denmark, as a means of getting 
rid of him. Bernadotte shoAved himself 
as wise a ruler as Austerlitz, Jena and 
many battles had proved him a mas- 
terly soldier.' He AA^as recognized, in- 
deed, as one of the ablest men of the 
day Avhen men were gi'eat and many. 


Charles XllL, Kin^: of SAveden, A\'as 
childless; AVith him 
Avould end 
the 
royal house. 
It was urged that a suc- 
cessor should be selected from the 
gi'eat men of Europe, and by election 
Bernadotte Avas appointed croAvn prince 
and heir to the throne of Sweden, 
At 
tirst, however, Nhpoleon opposed this 
jrowning of his marshal. The Emper- 
or's hostility was pierced by Berna- 
dotte's superb sarcasm: "What," said 
(le to Napoleon, "would you make me 
greater than j'ourself by making me 
refuse a crown?" 
Napoleon 
capitu- 
lated. 
"Go," he said, "our destinies 
must be accomplished," 


And to Sweden went Bernadotte as 
Crown Prince in 1810. 
Of Huguenot 
ancestry he readily embraced the Pro- 
testant 
religion, 
and 
assumed 
the 
names of Charles John. 
Renouncing 
his French nativity, he became a true 
Swede as befitted the future King of 
Sweden. In 1811 Charles XIIL fell ill, 
so that Bernadotte, 
or 
the 
Crown 
Prince Charles, as lie should now be 
called, became regent. 
In the serAice 
hi« adopted kinjcdom he did ixot 


shrink from opposing his old sovereign. 
When Napoleon laid an embargo ou 
all British trade. Bernadotte refusecfc 
to recognize the blockade, as contrary 
to SAvedish interests, and Avar with. 
France followed. 


In the European alliance which led 
to Napoleon's downfall at Leipsic, Ber- 
nadotte played a true Swwle's part. 
But in the subsequent iuA-asion of 
France, AVhich led to Napoleon's abdi- 
cation and flight to Elba, it is to Ber- 
nadotte's honor that ho Avould not in- 
A%ade nor harry his fatherland. 
At 
this time it was AA'OII in the possibility 
of things that Bernadotte Avould be- 
come King of France, but content with 
his reversioh to tlie SAvedish throne ho 
did not push his claims. 
In reward, 
hoAvever, for Sweden'^ share in the 
subjugation of Napoleon, Norway Avas 
added to Sweden. 


After seven years government as re- 
gent, 
Bernadotte 
succeeded 
to 
the 
throne of Sweden and NorAvay on the 
death of Charles XIH, in ISIS, 
Born 
a mere counti'y lawyer's son, and thirty 
years before only Sergeant-ISIajor Ber- 
nadotte of the French Royal Marines, 
he noAA'' stood forth as Charles John, 
King of Norway and SAVoden, with* 
his sou Oscar as Crown Prince. His 
oAvn courage, ability and indomitable 
AAill made him King. 


A Avise King yvas he. 
After the sun 
of his native Franco 
tho 
northern 
climate tried him sorely. 
He was 
alono among sti^angers, Avhose lang- 
uage he could 
scarcely 
speak, 
but 
whose love and doA'otion he won by 
his equity and government. 
In 
the 
promotion of education, 
agriculture, 
manufactures and commerce, he ac- 
complished much before his death in 
1844, aged seventy-nine.

The jeweler returned It without the 
principal stone, and it was held by tho 
courts that the hoy Lad a right to the 
jewel as against everyone but the true 
owner, and was therefore entitled to 
maintain an action against his despoil- 
er for tlie value of the missing stone. 
Moreover, as this was not produced by 
the latter, it was assumed to be a 
stone of the finest water that would fit 
the sotting. 
This is the leading law 
case upon the subject. 
Any person who finds an article of 
value In a public place is imder obliga­ 
tion to hand it over to the police. If, 
however, there is any identifying mark 
upon tho propertj% or any other clue 
by Avhich the owner may be discovered, 
it amounts to a theft to retain it from 
him. 
Unclaimed or imtraceable property 
found in a private house, or on private 
land, whether by a servant of the own­ 
er or by a stranger, is presumed to be­ 
long to the owner of the land. But it 
would be different in the case of a more 
or less public place, such as n railway 
station or the open part of a shop, 
when the finder would undoubtedly be 
the keeper.—Scottlsh-American.

If every housekeeper decided to war 
against this enemy, to open up every 
closet and dark room to the beneficent 
power of sunshine, to exercise daily

thought to the admittance of fresh air 
at night and train the children “in 
the way they should go,*' another gen­ 
eration would see a much more rapid 
yielding of the great white plague.

TO DESTROY ANTS. 
There seems to be nothing better 
than a plentiful supply of cayenne pep- 
per for ridding a 
pantry 
of 
ants. 
Where the foundations of a country 
house are low and the pantry not ele- 
vated very much above the ground, 
the housekeeper is apt to be consider- 
ably troubled with this post. 
Under 
such circumstances cayenne 
pepper 


should be sprinkled very thoroughly 


• 


on all the pantry shelves (near the 
edges) under the paper coverings. The 
shelves should be scalded well with 
boiling water and then dried before 
the cayenne is used. 
Where a pantry 
has become infested with ants this 
remedy may 
have 
to 
be 
repeated 
often, and the shelves and window 
sills thoroughly treated each time. In 
such cases it is wise to keep the 
sugar box and similar articles in an- 
other place for a while. 
With a little 
care and patience, however, one can- 
not fail to succeed in clearing a pan- 
try of red ants in this way. 
Some 
housekeepers place saucers of kero- 
sene under the legs of tables aud 
other portable pieces in such a pan- 
try, 
This isi effective in keeping away 
ants from a- table holding food or 
anything attractive to t^nem, but it is 
not a cleanly l-emedy, as oil collects 
dust, and Is also apt to be wiped off 
on to skirt edges. 


One of the most sensible things to 
do is to destroy the ants in their hills 
near the foundations of the house. 
A 
little boiling water or a little kero- 
sene poured into the openings of each 
hole 
will 
exterminate 
myriads 
of 
them. 
An abundance of cold water 
persistently applied with a hose to a 
lawn will ultimately keep them at 
bav—Washington Times.

SOME FIERCE FISHES; 


A Viciou« and Foarlcfis Creature is the 
Scrrasalino of Soutli A m erica. 
It is not always the large sharks and 
animals that are the most dangerous, 
says Youth. 
On tlie Now England 
coast there is a small shark not over 
three feet in length, known as the 
dogfish, that inspires dread in the fish­ 
ermen. 
During the summer season 
these fish come in by the thousands, 
the school filling the baj's and harbors, 
driving away the edible fish and ruin­ 
ing the fishing for the time being. 
So suddenly does this occur that one 
day tho w^riter found all the fishermen 
codfishing on the banks about eight 
miles off shore, and the next clay not 
a bite was had. The lines did not reach 
the bottom before they were seized by 
the dogfish that fairly filled the water. 
So ravenous w^ere they that they bit 
at tho sails that dragged overboard, 
ate jellyfish or anything that came in 
their way. On the Maine coast several 
casualties have occurred that resulted 
in the loss of human life. 
An illustration of the danger that 
sometimes lies in small fish is the case 
of a fish which is common in the rivers 
of South America—the serrasalmo. It 
is probably the most fearless of all 
fish, very small of peculiar shape, with 
powerful jaw’^s, so strong and sharp 
that they can bite a piece out of an 
animal as neatly as though it had been 
done with a pair of scissors. In some 
places it is impossible to fish, as the 
moment a fish is hooked thousands of 
these vicious creatures flock to the 
spot and tear it to pieces before it can 
be brought to the surface. 
The fish 
apparently does not know Avhat fear is, 
and has in more than one instance 
jeopardized human life. 
A traveler in crossing a river on 
horseback was attacked by these fish, 
the blood from his horse’s legs atti'aot- 
ing them in such multitudes that the 
animal was devoured as it swam. The 
rider leaped from its back and swam 
to shallow water surrounded by the 
throng. Though protected by his cloth­ 
ing, he "was bleeding from a hundred 
wounds, and had not the shallow water 
been near he Avould have shared the 
fate of the horse.—Philadelphia Ledger.

TO DESTROY ANTS. 
There seems to be nothing better 
than a plentiful supply of cayenne pep­ 
per for ridding a 
pantry 
of 
ants. 
Where the foundations of a country 
house are low and the pantry not ele­ 
vated very much above the ground, 
the housekeeper is apt to be consider­ 
ably troubled with this ucst. 
Under 
such circumstances cayenne pepper 
should be sprinkled very thoroughly 
on all the pantry shelves (near the 
edges) under the paper coverings. The 
shelves should be scalded well Avith 
boiling water and then dried before 
the cayenne is used. Where a pantry 
has become infested witii ants this 
remedy may have to be repeated 
often, and the shelves and window 
sills tlioroughly treated each time. In 
such cases it is wise to keep the 
sugar box and similar articles in an­ 
other place for a while. With a little 
care and patience, however, one can­ 
not fail to succeed in clearing a pan­ 
try of red ants in this wa3^ 
Some 
housekeepers place saucers of kero­ 
sene under the legs of tables and 
other portable pieces in such a pan­ 
try. This isi effective in keeping away 
ants from a- table holding food or 
anything attractive to t^nem, but it is 
not a cleanly Remedy, as oil collects 
dust, and is also apt to be wiped off 
on to skirt edges. 
One of the most sensible things to 
do is to destroy the ants in their hills 
near the foundations of the house. A 
little boiling water or a little kero­ 
sene poured into the openings of each 
hole 
will 
exterminate 
myriads 
of 
them. 
An abundance of cold water 
persistently applied with a hose to a 
lawn will ultimately keep them at 
bav—^AVashineton Times.

No matter liow miicli heat 
you may apply to it then, the tempera- 
ture Avill not be raised, but the Avator 
will only bo the more rapidly turned 
into steam, for that is what boiling 
does. 


There is a way. however, in which 
rou may raise the temperature of water 
above 212 dc£?roos. though most persons 
would tell you that it is impossible. 
To make the test aud prove it, you will 
need a small chemical thermometer, 
that is, one without a tin case. 
Those 
are sold at a moderato price in the 
stores, or, if you prefer, you can con- 
vert an ordinary thermometer into a 
chemical one by carefuly scratching 
the divisions of the scale ou the glass 
tube with a lile, and then removing it 
from the tin case. If you Avill fit it in 
il tin case, so that it will float in the 
water without touching the bottom or 
the side of the vessel, it will bo com- 
plete, like those that are used for tak- 
ing the temperature of baths.

For Instance, a certain 
numbpr of radish plants subjected to 
acetylene light during the night grew: 
to twice tlie actual weight of the sama 
number of radishes given daylight only, 
all other conditions being CQual, and 
peas had blossomed and partially ma* 
tured pods with tho help of acetylene 
light, while without tho added light 
not even buds were apparent. 


Acetvlene is already taking its placo 
(is an illuminant for towns from a cen- 
ti-al plant, forlightinghouses. churches 
schools and isolatetl buildings of all 
kinds, and it is being used successfully, 
for many other purposes. 


A sti'iking and important feature of 
acetylene is the ease and small expense 
with which it can bo made available 
compared with the great advantages 
derived from its use. Tho machine ia 
which the gas is generated is easily, ia- 
fitalled. 


When you have your thermometer, 
boil ^ m e water for fifteen minutes, 
and then let it stand until it cools. 
Then keeping it perfectly still, heat it 
agahi, and you wiU find that the tem- 
perature will go a few degrees higher 
than 212, without causing the water 
to boil. 


If you will now drop some piece of 
metal into the water, it will at once 
begin to boil. The explanation of this 
is that the air is expelled from the 
water when it bolls, and the water 
with air In it boils more quickly than

Why should such an estimate of herself be imputed to 
Frances Willard? She was above all a Christian, and this is not a Christian 
Idea. When Jesus answered the woman who blessed the mother who bore

There is, then, something possible for womanhood more blessed 
than to be even the most exalted mother. For mere motherhood is a physical 
function, and such a function cannot be the highest achievement of a being en­ 
dowed with Intelligence and soul.

The noble understanding of Frances Willard, illumined by her great moth­ 
er heart, apprehended and taught that the world needs a womanhood suffi­ 
ciently elevated to be capable of roaring children in health and virtue; and to 
be possessed of the self-respect to desire their share of political power to enable 
them to seek out and secure better conditions in which to rear their children 
than those that now prevail. She besought for motliers the boon of a voice 
in the laws in those words of hers, chosen to be inscribed on the pedestal of 
her statue: 
charge you give them power to protect along life’s treacherous 
highway those whom they have so loved.*^

Of coursc you know that Avator boils 
when hpatod to a temperature of 212 
degrees.

When you have your thermometer, 
boil ^ m e water for fifteen minutes, 
and then let it stand until It cools. 
Then keeping it perfectly still, heat it 
again, and you will find that the tem­ 
perature will go a few degrees higher 
than 212, without causing the Avater 
to boil- 
If you will now drop some piece of 
metal into the water, it will at once 
begin to boll. The explanation of this 
is that the air is expelled from the 
water when it boils, and the water 
with air in it boils more quickly than 
water -nrithout air in it, so that, a t tlio 
second boiling, a higher temperature 
Is reached before boiling begins.

Acetylene is already taking its placo 
as an illuminant for towns from a cen- 
ti’al plant, forlightinghouses, churches» 
schools and isolate<.l buildings of all 
kinds, and it is being used successfully, 
for many other purposes. 
A sti’iklng and important feature of 
acetylene is the ease and small expense 
with which it can be made available 
compared with tho great advantages 
derived from its use. Tho machine ia 
which tho gas is generated is easily in­ 
stalled.
